NEW YORK, (AP) — Scientists 


believe they have found a substi- 
tute for blood plasma—a new sub- 
stance using red blood cells which 
are now largely wasted in getting 
plasma. 


The product, known as modified 


human globin, has proteins taken 
from the red blood cells and pre- 
pared so that they can dissolve in 
duman blood and feed the 
body, 


ike plasma. 


Dr. Max Strumia, director of the 


John S. Sharp research founda- 
tion, said over the weekend that 
.he globin could be produced more 
cheaply than plasma. He added 
that its use would increase the 
protein yield of each blood dona- 
tion by "more than three times." 


It is the protein part of plasma 


that is valuable when patients are 
given plasma for nutrition or to 
combat shock.

His real es- 
sence is a paradoxical conjunction of a man who is absolutely 
simple and modest with a man who is absolutely sure he is 


"If any doubts ever assail Senator Taft that the course 


he is following is correct few people have heard them. This 
trait would be obnoxious if it were not accompanied by an- 
other facet of Senator Taft's character, that he also knows 
what he does not know. Just at the critical juncture of many 
a radio interview or television show when some opponent is 
led on by Senator Taft's self-confidence to ask the question 


. • that will demolish him, or on the other hand, when some 


over-enthusiastic supporter proposes a dangerous next step 
which seems to follow from what has gone before, the sena- 
tor will casually remark, 'I don't know,' or 'I haven't thought 
that through,' or 'I just haven't followed that.' It is baffling 
to the interviewer, and the audiences lap it up.

"Senator Taft is positive in his statements because he 


knows he is right. But this quality avoids conceit and arro- 
gance because of a rare paradox. The senator never gives 
the appearance of being interested in proving Senator Taft 
is right—he is overwhelmingly absorbed in proving the par- 
ticular idea is right. It is what holds strong-willed lieuten- 
ants to him with an awed and half-amused affection stronger 
than steel- 


"Senator Taft is as methodical as a machine. Anybody 


familiar with his university and law record knows he has one 
of the best brains in Washington. He is a walking reference 
library. His infinite knowledge of precinct captains, primary 
requirements and the like is probably matched by only one 
present political leader, Harry Truman. 


"This means that he can do an enormous amount of work 


in a short time. He does not need any brain trust. Another 
senator would submit draft speeches to ten men for revision. 
The thought would be preposterous to Senator Taft. He has 
a scratch pad to write down notes. When he ready he calls 
In his secretary. In one recent three-hour interval he wrote 
two speeches, several memos-.and half a dozen letters. When 
you combine powers of concentration that would do credit to 
an Indian yogi with an uncompromising knowledge that you 
are right, you get results. •• 
» • 


"There are no built-up climaxes in Taft speeches, there 


are no purple passages like Winston Churchill's or Douglas 
MacArthur s. There are feiv metaphors and not much hu- 
mor. 
Senator Taft gives his speech as it comes out of his 


disciplined intellect, and his style of delivery is simple and 
austere. There are defects and advantages in this method. 
The defects are that sometimes the speech needs lightening; 
after all, a man who feels the nation is coming to ruination 
by high taxes may be right, but he is not an entertaining 
table companion. 


"There are advantages, however- The earnestness and 


passionate intensity of his convictions get over. It is as 
though he had decided this thing called eloquence was not go- 
ing to get between him and his audience. He is talking to 
them right out of. his heart which is its own form of elo- 
quence as direct as a hammer hitting a nail. 


"The senator sometimes cannot even be bothered with 


applause, pushing it aside as unworthy. It is a contest some- 
times between him and the audience to get the floor. Senator 
Taft wins. After a while the audience gives up, grins, and 
understands. There is only one Senator Taft."

See Doctor Often to Check 
Toxemia in Pregnancy 


One of the most important un- 


solved problems connected with 
pregnancy is the question of tox- 
emia with which Mrs. M.A B. and 
others have had experience, and 
which they have asked me to dis- 
cuss. 


Although progress in obstetrics 


has been extensive, the toxemias 
of pregnancy have remained large- 
ly unconquered, and about six out 
of ten women who are pregnant 
will have some trouble of this na- 
ture. 


Toxemias of pregnancy are re- 


sponsible for nbout 1,000 maternal 
deaths annually m the United 
States, and approximately 30,000 
infants who are still-born. 


There are .several kinds of preg- 


nancy toxemias, but 
they are 


usually divided into the acute, in- 
eluding a preeclampsia and ec- 
lampsia, and the chronic, or high- 
bjood pressure type. 


They are characterized by one 


or more of the following signs: 
high blood pressure, fluid or edema 
of the tissues, excertion of albu- 
men or protein in the urine, and, 
in severe cases, convulsions, or un- 
consciousness. 


As stated previously, the tox- 


emias of pregnancy may carry 
grave risks for both mother and 


child. The fact that toxemias do 
exist is one of the principle rea- 
sons why a woman who (is preg 
nant should visit her physician at 
fairly frequent intervals, especially 
during the latter portion of the 
piegnancy. 


Those who do tins—and all 


should—arc familiar with the fact 
that the visit to the doctor almost 
invariably 
includes 
having 
the 


blood pressure taken, taking the 
weight of the mother, and sending 
a sample of urine to the labora- 
tory. A rising blood pressure, a 
sudden excessive gain in weight, 
or the presence of albumen in the 
urine, are warning signs. 


EARLY DETECTION NEEDED 


Many lives have hef-n saved by 


catching signd of toxemia of preg- 
nancy early and sometimes by 
bringing about an earlier than ex 
pectod dcliveiy. The appearance of 
.signs of toxemia in one pregnancy 
may carry an additional risk in the 
subsequent pregnancies, but on 
this question, each case must be 
Judged on the basis of all the in- 
dividual circumstances.

Confronted with Meade's version 


of the incident, Dilworth refused 
to back down from his original re- 
port of the shooting. Asked if he 
planned any arrests, Dilworth re- 
plied: "I don't know."

Some of the industry will start 


shutting down Tuesday in anticipa 
tion of a strike at midnight Sun- 
day. 


Fleischmann told a news con- 


ference that if the strike should 
come "the most drastic possible 
controls would have to be imposed 
at once." 


There is some "cushion" against 


a shutdown in many munitions in- 
dustries because of steel stocks on 
hand, he said, but a number of im- 
portant programs lack such pro- 
tection. 


"In many areas like atomic en- 


ergy, the completion of projebts is 
wholly dependent on steel items 
which are in current production," 
Fleischmann said. 


Philip Murray, head of both the 


CIO and the strike-threatening 
Steelworkers Union, withheld ac- 
tion until Thursday on a request 
by the Wage Stabilization Board 
(WSB) for a new strike postpone- 
ment. 


Murray already has 
put off 


strike plans three times since Jan. 
1. Government officials said they 
believed he will do so again. 


Thursday is the same day the 


WSB has fixed as its target date 
for getting out recommendations 
for settling the complex dispute- 
involving Murray's demands for an 


cent hourly pay boost and a 


score of other items. The Steel- 
workers presently earn a little un- 
der §2 an hour.

Murray told the WSB yesterday 


that the decision on whether to 
strike or not will be up to the 
union's 200-man policy committee, 
which has been called into session 
here Thursday. Murray pledged 
that the union will give the new 
strike-delay plea "serious consider- 
ation." 


The union probably will have had 


a peek at the WSB's findings be- 
fore It makes up its mind. As 
things stand now; Murray is em- 
powered to call a walkout at any 
time after-midnight Sunday. The 
union has made strike prepara- 
tions but no formal strike call has 
gone out yet.

to feel that making a living mus 
be drudgery and despair," said J 
M. Watkins while speaking at th 
Personal Problem clinic at th 
Church of God, 221 W. Morgan st. 
last night. 


With proper adjustments and 


outlook, working for a living can 
be one of our most enjoyable expe- 
riences, he said. Because it occu- 
pies such a large percentage of our 
time, it is one thing that justifies 
all the attention we can give it. 


"There are far to many people," 


he said, "whose vocational exis- 
tence is like square pegs in round 
holes. If a job agrees with the per- 
sonality and fulfills certain funda- 
mental requirements, it can pro- 
vide as much pleasure as hunting, 
fishing, or going to a ball game."

vocational maladjustments in jobs.

mands of others is time wasted. 
Using a simple example of rent,

how easy it is to reduce expendi- 
tures 20 per cent.

ards. 


As a further inconsistency in our 


attitude toward making a living, 
Watkins cited the example of 
many individuals who work three 
lours, for a dollar an hour, at a 
ob they do not enjoy, and hire a 
man for one hour to do a jolnihat 
they would enjoy doing them- 
selves.

Kinney said afterward the Com- 
munists "seem to wish to imprison 
the inspection teams within city 
limts.' 


The staff officers did not discuss 


the big issue of whether Russia 
should be allowed to represent the 
Communists on a neutral inspec- 
tion commission. 


But once agreement is reached 


on ports of entry, this issue and 
the question of whether the Reds 
should be allowed to build and re- 
pair military airfields during an 
armistice will be the only disputes 
blocking agreement on how to po- 
lice a truce. The question of vol- 
untary repatriation is holding up 
agreement on prisoner exchange.

perature. Tht company says the

•an be molded into shapes or 
sheets 01 any thickness and can be 
die cut or sliced' to l/32nds of an 
inch. 


British scientists at the Na- 


tional Physical laboratory in Lon- 
don have invented a process for 
coating glass with a transparent 
metal oxile film that will conduct 
an electrical current and heat the 
glass. 


The discovery was disclosed in 


vjhe weekly Journal of the board of 
trade. The coated glass could be 
used to keep windshields ice free.

Ton of Evidence

its case by May. Then it's tha 


'party's turn to produce evidence to 
refute the Justice department. It 
could use a year or two doing just 
that.

Inquire Much Time 


Then the board will requir,e more

At an unprecedented meeting on 


athletics yesterday, the presidents 
ignored spring drills completely in 
an official statement. 


Faculty representatives and ath- 


letic directors returned to their 
home bases to order football work- 
outs to continue as scheduled. 


To Drill 20 Days 


The drills will follow the Na- 


tional Collegiate Athletic associ- 
ation rule which permits 20 days of 
work in a period of 30 calendar 
days. 


Thus, the main issue between the 


Big Ten's athletic program and 
that proopsed by the American 
Council on Education apparently 
was dissolved, not by action of the 
presidents but by lack of it. 


The presidents said they were 


"impressed with the substantial 
area of agreement between the 
ACE report on athletic policy and 
the regulations of the Big Ten. 


They lauded the ACE for its en- 


deavors and noted "with gratifica- 
tion certain conference standards 
are higher than those proposed by 
the ACE." 


The presidents foresaw the need 


of "practical measures

contrary to conference regulations, 
and the granting of special aca 
demic favors to athletes.

How to Make Your Gun Fit 
' 


By WARREN PAGE 
NBA Shooting Editor 


Most shotgun shooters, whether rabbit hunters or skeet and trap 


artists, have fitted themselves to their guns, rather than going to the 
trouble of shaping the gun to the man. For some 80 per cent of us 
it's easy to learn to shoot any smoothbore of reasonable dimension. 


What the factories call a standard shotgun stock will usually 


measure no less than 13% and 
no more than 14 inches from 
the center of the buttplate or 
pad to the center of the trig- 
ger—which is length of pull. 
The standard buttstock is so 


shaped that if we extend the line 
of its sights (simplest way is to 
turn the gun barrel down and 
buttstock up- on a large desk or 
table) and then measure down to 
the forward tip of the comb, this 
drop at comb will be 1?A inches, 
give or take a sixteenth. The drop 
at the heel, or stern top section of 
the butt will average 2'i inches.

These measurements apply 


whether we shoot a pump gun, 
double, over-undrr or semi- 
auto. The average man, from 


five feet six to six feet, kills game and smashes clay targets very • 
handily with that gun-fit formula.

But lots of us characters have swan necks or no necks at all, Abra- 


ham Lincoln or moon faces, arms like either gorilla grippers or seal 
flippers. We have fits from poor gun fit. There are thousands of old 
crook-stocked smoothbores kicking around that were designed for mon 
who shot with their heads straight up. Trying to hold them in the 
modern fashion, cheek forward and firmly on the comb, means only 
misses by undershooting. 


go if you can't hit a barn broadside, the fault Is probably your 


own. but it might—just might—lie In the stock shape. Try throw- 
ing the gun up quickly and aligning it without thinking or aiming 


- at that picture of Uncle Harry over the mantelpiece.

Try it a dozen limes. If Uncle's nose is hidden by the breech sec- 


tion of the-gun, it is probably too crooked for you, too little drop at 
comb and heel, probably also a shade short. If you see the longer half 
of the barrel, it's too straight, needs a little trimming on the top of 
the stock, and rnay be over long. If you seem to be off-line sideways, 
the comb, which on a shotgun acts like a rear sight, needs flattening 
or slimming as the case may be.*

If you see just Hie last few inches of Ihe muzzle lined up on 


Harry's chin whiskers, the gun is probably right for flushing game 
'birds like quail, grouse, or pheasants, will shoot high on rabbits, 
and may on ducks. 


The old scheme of checking pull length by crooking the right el- 


bow, poking the buttplate into the bend, and then noting whether or 
not the reach to the trigger is comfortable for your right forefinger, 
helps some people—but proper shotgun dimensions depend as much on 
shooting habits as they do on a man's physical measurements, so don't 
rely on it
